For four years I lived and .la- 
bored among the people of Dah- 
lonega and North East Georgia .

I 
was sure they would, for a purer, 
more faithful paster nor better 
preacher than Wallace Rogers is 
hard to find. Mr. Editor, stand 
by the preachers (who are worthy) . 
They are doing the noblest work 
done of any set of men on this 
earth. They stand for that which, 
is right, and their effort is to lift 
up our people to higher better 
things. The church is not free 
from faults, her members are not 
perfect and yet all the good that 
has been done, all the good that 
is and will be done has and will 
be done largely through the in- 
strumentality and influence of the 
church.

LUMPKIN COUNTY, 

Occurrances More Than Half 
A Century Ago. 

We copy from White's Statistics 
things concerning Lumpkin coun- 
ty which occurred many years 
gone by as follows: 

Population, Taxes, Represents 
tion: — The census of 1S45 gives to 
this county 8,970 whites, 1,175 
blacks; total, 10,151. Amount of 
taxes paid into the State treasury, 
for 1848, $1,689 66. Sends two 
representatives to the Legislature. 
Post Offices: — Amicalolah, Au- 
raria, Bnrrettvill, Calhoun, Crosss 
yille, Dahlonega, New Bridge, 
Pleasant Retreat, Mcchancsburg. 
Original Settlors: — The original 
settlers were C. J. Thompson, 
Colonel Rile}', Gen. Fields, Lewis 
Ralston, Mr. Leathers, and J. 
Black well* 

Climate, Diseases, Longevity:- - 
The climate of this county is pleas- 
ant, but subject to great and sud- 
den changes. Some foyer proyails 
on the water-courses. Lumpkin 
can show a long list of persons 
who have attained to a groat age. 
Mrs. Young, now living, is over 
100. John J. Williams is over 90 
—was in the battle at King's 
Mountain. Mr. John Hames is 
oyer 100; Samuel Evans, 85; Mr. 
Harper, 89; John Alexander, 81. 
Mr. Allen died in this county at i 
the age of 115 years; Mr. Watts 
died at the ago of 90; Mr. James 
Boyd was over 100 years, and his 
wife, Nancy Boyd, over 94 years. 
Richard Ledbetter, a reyolntiona- 
ry soldier, at his death was 100 
years old; Mrs. Smith lived to the 
age of 103; Mrs. Sally Bright died 
at the age of 112. 

Character, Amendments: — The 
gold mines have brought together 
a large number of persons, and 
consequently the population of this 
county is composed of a great 
diversity of character. Many of j 
the operatives in the mines are 
dissipated and rogardless of the 
future. The permanent inhabis 
tants are intelligent and spirited. 
Fishing, dancing, hunting, and 
picnics, are the fayourite amuse- 
ment. 

Gold Mines:— Dr. Singleton's 
mines embrace 2,080 acres in the 
vicinity of Dahlonega, most of 
hich were originally purchased 
for farming purposes, but subi 
sequently found to contain gold. 
Some haye been profitable, others 
would hardly pay the cost of work- 
On one single branch, more 
than 150,000 pennyweights of gold 
have been found. Some of the 
branch mines have been worked 
over, three or four times, and 
prored a source of profit to the 
operators. 

Wc consider this an appropriate 
place to give a general account of 
the gold mines in Cherokee 
Georgia, for which our thanks are 
due to Dr. Stevenson, formerly of 
Canton, a gentleman of science, 
and perfectly familiar with tho 
mining operations. 

The following are the principal 
gold mines in Lumpkin county:— 
Singleton's mines, near Dah- 
lonega, embracing more than 2,000 
acres. 

Calhoun's mine, on tho Chestatee 
river, has yielded enormously. 

J. E. Calhoun's mine, on the 
Chestatee river, five miles- from 
Dahlonega, has been a very rich 
leposit mine, and is not yet ex- 
hausted. 

Cain creek and Yahoola creek 
are celebrated localities. On the 
latter is the famous lot, 1052, 
which once created such a sensa- 
tion among the speculators.
